Smith's bill for an election of 
charter freeholders appeared to 
take the City Administration by 
surprise. After its introduction, 
Mayor Tucker repeated an opin- 
ion expressed earlier that the 
election should take place in 
September. 

The June election would fall 
during the vacation season when 
many people are absent from the 
city, officials pointed out, and 
the year in which the freehold- 
ers must complete their work 
would expire the following June. 
This would almost certainly 
throw the charter election into. 
next year’s August primary elec- 
tion, when political considera- 
tions would overshadow the 
merits of a new charter, in the 
opinion of Mayor Tucker. 

Alderman Niemeyer said the 
legislation committee, to which 
the measure will be assigned, 
probably would report it out 
quickly. As chairman of that 
committee in the last session, 
Niemeyer kept a similar bill 
sought by Mayor Tucker bottled 
up almost a year. It died in com- 
mittee with the end of the 
session.

each sentenced to 10 years in 
prison today for labor racketeer- 
ing by United States District 
Judge Roy W. Harper. 

The 10-year sentences were 
imposed on each of four counts, 
but will be served concurrently. 
Maximum penalty was 20 years’ 
imprisonment and a $10,000 fine 
on each count. 

Higgins and Schmidt were 
convicted by a jury March 18 
of interfering with interstate 
commerce by extorting $1800 
from two pipeline contractors 
in 1951 and 1952 on promises 


that they would guarantee the 
contractors would have no labor | 
trouble. | 

Judge Harper, in denying pro-| 
bation for Higgins, said he. 
would insist that the defendant | 
be sent to the United States | 
Medical Center at Springfield, | 
Mo., 
examination before being as-| 
signed to a federal penal insti- | 
tution. | 

Sentencing of the two men | 
had been’ postponed because | 
Higgins suffered a heart attack | 
after the conviction. His at- 
torney, Robert N. Jones, pre- 
sented a letter from a physician 
to the court. The physician said 
Higgins was suffering from 
hypertension and an acute heart 
condition. 

The judge permitted both de- 
fendants to remain at liberty on 
their $25,000 bonds until Mon- 
day when they will be required 
to surrender to the United States 
marshal.- This was done, he ex- 
plained, so that Higgins would 
not have to be placed in the 
City Jail but could be transport- 
ed directly to Springtield. 

Jerome F. Duggan, attorney 
for Schmidt, told the court he 
thought the indictments which 
resulted in conviction of Schmidt 
and Higgins had caused “an 
abundance of hysteria.” He said 
the size of the $25,000 bonds 
was an indication of the hysteria. 

Judge Harper replied that the 
amount of bond usually reflects 
to some degree the maximum 
punishment to which a defend- 
ant is subject if found guilty. In 
this case, he said, Schmidt and 
Higgins had been indicted on 
six counts which could have re-

4 Boys Thwarted in Plan 
~ To Set Up Island Republic 


VENICE, Calif., April 21 (AP) 
—Four boys who planned the es- 
tablishment of their own gov- 
ernment on navy-owned San Mi- 
guel island have come to grips 
with reality. They are going to 
stay home, although their lead- 
er, Wayne Young, 15 years old, 
says they don’t like the way 
things are being run in the 
world. 

Police found the teen - agers 
asleep yesterday in a parked au- 
tomobile that was stocked with 
rifles, shotguns, a machine gun, 


‘two sticks of dynamite, a pistol | 


(a war trophy belonging to the 
father of one of the boys), bayo- 
net and six knives. 

Young was to be the governor, 
the others lieutenant governor, 
treasurer and controller. Others 
who were to come to the island, 
100 miles west of Los Angeles, 
would be “the peasants of the 
republic of San Miguel.” These 


were to be recruits from the 


founders’ Mark Twain Junior 


High School. No girls were re- 
cruited; they would be imported 
later. 

The boys’ constitution said no- 
body should become a father ex- 
cept the governor, It forbade 
all killing of animals except for 
food.

Russian Leader Repeats 
Molotov’s Warning on 
Reaction to Paris 
Treaties, 


MOSCOW, April 21 (UP)— 
Soviet Communist leader Nikita 
S. Khrushchev repeated his 
warnifgs last night that Russia 
and its allies will set up a “joint 
military command” to counter 
West German rearmament. 

Khrusehchev, first secretary 
of the Soviet Communist party; 
also said that although “contra- 
dictions do exist between capi- 
talist and socialist countries... 
peaceful coexisténce is the only 
correct and wise path of de- 
velopment.” 

He spoke in Warsaw at a cele- 
bration of the tenth anniversary 
of. the signing of the Soviet- 
Polish treaty of friendship and 
mutual aid. His speech was pub- 
lished here. 

Polish Premier in Moscow. 

Polish Premier Josef Cyran- 
kiewicz came to Moscow for the 
occasion and ade a_ similar 
speech, He called for a unified 
East. Europeah command to 
“face any eventuality arising 
from the Paris treaties” on West 
German rearmament.

‘Threat’ of Paris Pacts. 


“In connection with the threat ask

European coun- 
tries which participated in the 
Moscow conference decided on 
adopting measures to ifsure 
their security and make prepa- 
rations for concluding a treaty 
of friendship, co-operation and 
mutual aid, and also to set up a 
joint military command,” he 
said. 

Commenting on the recent 
Austrian treaty talks in Mos- 
cow, Khrushchev said “these 
talks have a great importance 
for reducing tension in interna- 
tional relations and show that 
given the desire and good will 
on both sides international prob- 
lems can and must be settled by 
peaceful means.” 

He also declared the Bandung 
conference plays “an important 
role” in the determination of the 
Asian. and African peoples to 
fight “colonial oppression, im- 
perialist policy of preparation 
for wars and using peoples as 
weapons of colonial powers.” 

War Propaganda. 

He said that while “many 
American newspapers and maga- 
zines vehemently shout about 
preparation for a new war” the 
United States set up a depart- 
ment on disarmament questions 
under Harold E. Stassen. 

“Would it not be better, in- 


stead of setting up such a de- 
partment, to prohibit war propa- 


ganda, as has been done in the 
Soviet Union and the countries 
of = people’s democracy?” he 


“Would it not be better to 
compete, not in the production 
of weapons of mass annihilation 
of peoples, but in using atomic 
energy for peaceful purposes?” 

He warned, “there is no doubt 
that if the imperialists unleash 
a new world war it will end in 
the crash of the entire world 
capitalist system.”

JEFFERSON CITY, April 
—The controversial measure to 
provide increased benefits for a | 
longer period of time under 
the unemployment compensation 
program was finally passed in 
the Senate today after extended 
debate. The vote on the bill 
was 23 to 10 for approval. 

The measure previously had 
been approved by the House, but 
will be sent back thefe for 
further consideration because of 
amendments adopted by the 
Senate. 

As passed by the Senate, the 
bill would increase maximum 
benefits paid unemployed per- 
sons under the program from 
$25 to $42 a week and extend 

‘ the period of time such bene- 
fits could be paid from 24 to 26 
weeks. 

Differs From House Bill. 

This is a reduction in benefits 
from provisions of the measure 
as it was approved earlier in the 
House. That legislative branch 
proposed maximum weekly bene- 
fits of $35 and would have al- 
lowed payments to continue for 
30 weeks. | 

It is expected, however, that | 
the House will concur with the 

. Senate actions because labor in- 
terests backing the measure 
were in agreement to accept the 
$32-a-week figure and the two- 
week extension of the time 
period as a compromise. In ef- 
fect, labor scored a victory in 
the Senate in forcing approval | 
of ‘the $32 weekly maximum. 

Determined efforts were made 
to knock this figure down to 
$28 or $30 o week, but were de- 
feated by close votes. 

Debate on the bill began early 
yesterday and continued through 
the day. It was resumed this 
morning and continued for three 
and half hours. 

Senator Leo J. Rozier (Rep.), 
Perryville, who handled - the 
measure in the Senate lost no 
time in submitting admend- 
ments to the bill designed to 
overcome. opposition which had 
devoloped to it. 

Week’s Waiting Period. 

Three amendments proposed 
by him were adopted yesterday. 
One reinstated a provision of 
the present law requiring a 
waiting period of a wekk before 
applicants for benefits might 
receive them. 

Another put back into the pro- 
posed law a provision requiring 
applicants to furnish proof that 
they are actively seeking em- 
ployment. This provision of the 
present low also had been drop- 
ped from the House bill. 

Rozier had no difficulty in ob- 
taining approval of another 
amendment. cutting the benefit 
period from 30 to 26 weeks, but 
when he submitted a fourth 
amendment to fix maximum 
benefits at $32 instead of $35, 
the opposition got busy.

SUGGESTS FIGHTING 
SMOG BY LAYING 
A SMOKESCREEN 


PASADENA, Calif., April 21 
(AP)—One of the nation’s top 
smoke screen experts suggested 
yesterday that smog problems 
might be solved by laying a 
screen of white smoke over 
cities. 


Dr. Irving Langmuir, General 
Electric research : consultant, 
told reporters at the third na- 
ional air pollution symposium 
that sunlight is one of the three 
vital constituents of smog and 
that by eliminating it you might 
eliminate smog. 

He said smog is created by 
the reaction of sunlight on 
hydrocarbons and nitric uxides. 
During World War II both 
black and white smoke screens 
were used, sometimes cutting 
visibility to a few inches, with- 
out any eye-watering or throat- 
burning symptoms common to 
smog, he related. The smoke 
contained none of the hydro- 
carbons of nitric oxides which 
are believed to be so irritating 
in smog, 

He suggested that an experi- 


ment be conducted on a day 
when heavy smog was torecast 
and that half the city be cov- 
ered high above with a layer 
of. white smoke and the other 
half left uncovered. “The 
smoke,” he said, “would give 
the effect of a cloudy day below 
and would be odorless and 
tasteless.”

Matusow now says he lied 
when he accused hundreds of 
persons of affiliation with the 
Reds, while testifying as a “pro- 
fessional witness.” He says he 
is a former Communist. 

Matusow told the subcommit- 
tee yesterday that “if I go to 
jail, I'm going to go proudly.” 
He is free on bond now while 
fighting a three-year prison sen- 
tence for contempt of a Texas 
court. 

Eastland said he hopes “within 
just a few days” to write a re- 
port of findings to be sent to 
the Department of Justice. He 
said he took Matusow’s latest 
testimony only because “I de- 
sired to strengthen the record on 
certain points in case there is 
some action in the courts.” _ 

He said he hoped the Govern- 
ment would find some means to 
cancel the $16-a-month veteran’s 
pension Matusow said he now 
draws for a back injury suffered 
in World War II. 

Eastland said he will ask the 
Justice Department. to explore 
the record of Matusow’s six days 
of testimony for evidence of 
perjury, defrauding the Govern- 
ment in connection with the dis- 
ability pension, obstruction of 
justice or other offenses. 

(Eastland, the United Press 
said, told the witness: “I’ve had 
a lot of experience with vicious 
liars, and you're the worst I’ve 
seen.” 

(“Roy Cohn tops me, aces and 
spades,” said Matusow, taking a 
slam at the former counsel for 
Senator Joseph R. MeCarthy’s in- 
vestigating subcommittee. He has 
accused Cohn of coaching him 
as a witness, and Cohn has de- 
nied the charge.) 

Matusow acknowledged he has 
given the Army five different 
stories about how he fell and 
injur@i his back. Subcommittee 
Counsel J. G. Sourwine asked 
how it happened that the record 
showed these differing versions. 

“Boy, I got lousy balance,” 
Matusow suggested. He also said 
“I might have had gangplang 
fever—the war was still on.” 
Gangplank fever is a term sol- 
diers use in a sense definable 
as “sacred I might get sent over- 
seas.” Matusow served in Eu- 
rope in the war, and insists his 
injury is real and painful. 

The subcommittee placed in 
evidence a report from the Jus- 
tice Department saying that 90 
per cent of all persons Matusow 
had linked to Communism as a 
government witness were sim- 
ilarly identified by other wit- 
nesses or by independent evi- 
dence in its files. 

It said none of the other 10 
per cent were “defendants or 
principals” in the cases, and that 
the files contain nothing to dis- 
prove that they had ties to 
Communism.

Perhaps the first thing he 


posture is almost everything— 
in part it is an heritage of co- 
lonialism and, in part, it stems 
from Asian cultural roots. But 
it is a fact that in dealing with 
Asians one must smile, state 
one’s case in fairly general 
terms with an escape clause 
here and there for further nego- 
tiation and then wait patiently. 
The results of this method can 
surprising—particularly if 
the issue is stated in the form of 
a question on which one seeks 
Asian advice. 

This is by no means to say 
that power considerations do not 
enter in Asia as elsewhere. No 
thinking Asian is foolish enough 
to ignore either the power of 
Red China and the greater power 
of Russia behind Red China nor 
the power, for instance, of Japan 
and the distant but imminently 
visible power of the United 
States on such neighboring 
islands as Formosa. 

It is, one must admit, however 
infinitely more pleasant not to 
wear one’s firearms always 
swinging from the belt Texas 
style, or so it appears in Asian 
eyes. Red China understands 
this well—and quite obviously 
the United States has not fully 
learned this profoundly Asian 
lesson. Chou, a man almost as 
handsome as Pandit Nehru, is 
capable of personal manners 
nearly as fine as Nehru’s. Chou 
is a Chinese mandarin and Nehru 
a Brahmin, both aristocrats in 
traditions that were old when 
the West was a barbarian satrapy 
of Rome. This fact is not erased 
in Asian eyes by Communism, 
wars or famine. 

Awkward U. S. Actions. 
By contrast such events as 
the fact that atomic bomb tests 
by the United States are held 
in Asian waters—fallouts or 
other actual dangers aside—ap- 
pear as the gauche gesture of a 
nouveau rich upstart. This is 
a plain fact which it might not 
do Americans too much harm to 
acknowledge with a decent hu- 
mility. 

Sooner or later if an Ameri- 
can policy in Asia is going to 
make real sense in Asian eyes 
it has got to be one which takes 
Asia as it is into account. Vet- 
eran and objective American 
observers in this area are of the 
opinion that we have progressed 
backward in this regard in the 
last few years, in part because 
of an increasing timidity of real 
Asian experts in the State De- 
partment to express their hon- 
est views for fear that they 
might be misunderstood as be- 
ing not sufficiently anti-Com- 
munist to be acceptable to Sena- 
tor McCarthy and his friends. 
On purely pragmatic grounds 
from the vantage point of Ban- 
dung today such a failure of 
American policy to adjust itself 
to reality would seem to be full 
of potential if not imminent dis- 
aster.

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President Eisenhower's dispatch of a mission 
to Formosa coincides with his long-awaited mes- 
sage to Congress on foreign aid, most of which 
is intended for Asia. 

It coincides also with efforts toward East- 
West conciliation at the Bandung conference, 
and with evidence at U.N. headquarters of new 
moves in the controversy over Americans im- 
prisoned in China, 

From Washington, Columnist Stewart Alsop 
reports a growing possibility of a British- 
American agreement to avoid war over Quemoy 
and Matsu while joining in a firm conitmitment 
to defend Formosa from forcible seizure pending 
permanent disposition of the island by interna- 
tional agreement. 

Out of all these threads the web of the future 
in Asia may be woven. It would be foolhardy 
to attempt to forecast what that future may be, 


but there is no denying that the chances for 


peace in the Far East have taken a turn for the 
better. 

With Nehru urging the Chinese to yield their 
American prisoners and with Chou En-lai taking 
a moderate line at Bandung, the possibility 
emerges of some conciliatory gesture by the 
Communists which would make possible a re- 
sponse from the Western side and ultimately— 
if all sides refrain from precipitate action—a 
reduction of tension in the Formosa strait. 

The mission of Adm. Radford and Assistant 
Secretary of State Walter Robertson follows 
Secretary Dulles’s Sunday conference with the 
President in Georgia. Both Adm. Radford and 
Mr. Dulles take pains to note that no new crisis 
brings about the mission, which is a refreshing 
contrast to the impression Mr. Dulles unwisely 
created on Sunday of a new Red air buildup 
along the coast. 

If there is no crisis, neither can the mission 
be considered routine. It could be for the pur- 
pose of communicating to Chiang Kai-shek an 
important decision taken by the American Gov- 
ernment. What decision? That the United 
States will not help defend Quemoy and Matsu? 
That the United States advises Chiang to retire 
from those positions so close to the mainland? 

Certainly that is the decision which most 
Americans would hope is being communicated. 
Embarrassing and painful such a withdrawal no 
doubt might be. Yet as India’s Nehru told Don- 
ald Grant of the Post-Dispatch staff, a great and 
powerful nation like the United States can 
afford to make this gesture without seeming 
weak or losing prestige. Surely it is better to 
yield an indefensible position which never should 
have been taken in the first place than to risk a 
war without allies for two islands which admit- 
tedly are not necessary to the defense of 
Formosa. 

Meanwhile, the long-term struggle for Asian 
security and friendship goes on. President 
Eisenhower's foreign aid message generally fol- 
lows the previews given by Foreign Operations 
Administrator Harold Stassen. 

In total the requested sum for next year is 
large—$3,500,000,000 is still a lot of money. 
Only one fifth of the total, however, is requested 
for economic and technical aid, and that is the 
form of assistance most relevant to the problems 
of India, Burma, Indonesia and other Asian 
lands where the chief present danger is not 
external aggression but internal poverty and 
underdevelopment. 

In this respect the President’s program is a 
far cry from the “Marshall plan for Asia” so 
hopefully talked of in the State Department 
four months ago. For its principles if not its 
magnitude, however, it deserves the support of 
Americans who know the importance of free 
world co-operation with underdeveloped Asia. 
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Senator McCarthy Tries a New One 

Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin has stampeded 
back upon the scene with a new tactie pulled 
out of his bag of tricks. 

He is busy disbursing photostatie copies of a 
$1056 tax refund check he received from the 
Government. Waving the original over his head, 
he shouts that it proves his financial affairs 
had been in apple-pie order and that the two 
Senate committees which investigated him were 
“completely dishonest” and “owe an apology, 
not to me but to’ the American people.” 

As Senator Watkins, chairman of the com- 
mittee which recommended the censure that was 
voted on McCarthy, sums it up: “The Senate 
has condemned McCarthy for misconduct toward 
two of its committees and the Senate itself. He 
has not been purged.” 

The Hennings subcommittee asked some very 
embarrassing questions as to how McCarthy 
made his money and invited him to appear 
before it. If he is in the clear, why does he not 
accept the invitation? The Internal Revenue 
Department is not interested in how any person 
makes his money—simply in that he lists all his 
earnings. So, if McCarthy really believes that 
his income tax accounting vindicates him, as he 
would have the people believe, why does he not 
publish his income tax returns, as the presiden- 
tial and vice presidential candidates did in 1952?

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Three Who Were There 

Only three proponents were on hand when 
a committee of the Missouri House belatedly 
took up the unit control bill to streamline the 
St. Louis School Board’s internal organization. 
In other years such hearings have attracted sup- 
porters by the bus load. Where were they this 
time? 

The answer seems to lie partly in the historic 
reluctance of the St. Louis delegation to the 
Legislature to lift a finger to enact a unit control 
law, and partly in the results of the April 5 
school election here. 

In that election an anti-reform element sup- 
ported in large measure by the same politicians 
for whom the city’s Senators and Representa- 


tives speak took over control of the School 


Board. One of its first official acts was to 
reverse the previous Board’s indorsement of the 
measure, Is it any wonder that some supporters 
may have come to the conclusion that they were 
beating their heads against a stone wall? 

Every other school system in Missouri has 
basically the same form of organization that the 
friends of unit control seek for St. Louis. It 
permits of a smoother, more efficient operation, 
and that is clearly in the public interest. Sooner 
or later it will become a reality here. 

The current bill is worthwhile, and it should 
be favorably reported by the House committee, 
which includes St. Loujs Representatives Thomas 
A. and Eugene P. Walsh. The School Board's 
adverse vote, while informative, is in no way 
compelling since this is a legislative matter, 
not one for decision by the Board. 

But if the committee objects to acting in the 
face of the Board’s current position, perhaps it 
might consider recommending that St. Louis be 
granted home rule over its school organization. 


“That is, the School Board could be, permitted 


to set up any administrative apparatus it so 
desired. What possible objection could there 
be to this? Surely the members of the com- 
mittee will grant that St. Louisans are competent 
to manage their own affairs. 

For the record, the three proponents who 
were on hand were Oscar A. Ehrhardt, a member 
of the Board; Echeal T. Feinstein of the St. Louis 
Council of Parent-Teachers’ Associations and 
Mrs. Gilbert Harris of the St. Louis League of 


Women Voters. They deserve the community's 


commendation for keeping the issue alive. 
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Bait for More Sales Taxes 

Despite much debate against “earmarking” 
state funds, the Missouri Legislature is plainly 
tying a sales tax increase to increased school aid. 

The tax proposal is in the form of a consti- 
tutional amendment to raise the sales levy from 
2 to 2% per cent. Before tentatively approving 
it, the Senate rejected an amendment suggest- 
ing that the additional revenue be used for 
schools, prisons, hospitals and old-age pensions. 
“Vote bait,” Senators charged. 

Yet the vote bait remains. The principal 
excuse for lifting the sales tax is the call for 
more revenue for state aid to public schools. 

A rise of one half of 1 per cent in the sales 
tax would add $24,250,000 to state revenues. 
The House has passed, and a Senate committee 
has approved, a bill to increase aid for schools 
by $22,000,000 a year. 

That is exactly where most of the added sales 
tax revenue would go, whether legally “ear- 
marked” for that purpose or not. The legislators 
know it, and no doubt they expect the powerful 
public school lobby to work for the sales tax 
amendment at the polls. 

However, the basic proposition that an in- 
creased sales tax is urgently needed remains 
unproved. An increase in school aid seems 
assured, but an increase of the magnitude of 
$22,000,000 a year,-at the cost of higher sales 
taxes, should be postponed until Missouri is 
certain that local taxpayers are carrying their 
fair share of the load. 

Fortunately the State Tax Commission has 
ordered an equalization of assessments in 26 
counties. This should certainly proceed before 
there is any big rise in School aid funds. Other- 
wise there will be no incentive for many counties 
to assume more local responsibility for education. 

Nearly everybody wants better schools, of 
course. But few citizens will be happy about 
increasing the sales tax, whose burden is unfair 
enough as it stands. If the decision comes to 
the polls, the legislators may find that the sales 
tax amendment is a poor can to tie to the tail 
of school assistance. 


The Fingerprint Impasse 


Arrangements for visits to this country by 


- Russian student editors, farmers and Red army 


veterans have broken down. The State Depart- 
ment insists that the visitors be fingerprinted 
under the McCarran-Walter law, and this the 
Russians have spurned as an indignity. 

The affair should not be allowed to end that 
way. Fingerprinting is not that important. While 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation would like 
to have the fingerprints of every person in this 
country, not necessarily because of criminal im- 
plications, but as an aid to speedy identification 
in case of an accident or the like, its files are 
far from complete. For private American citizens, 
fingerprinting is entirely voluntary. 

The prospective Russian visitors may be too 
sensitive in resenting rules which are now ap- 
plied to all other visitors, but for reasons of 
personal pride, logical or not, many persons do 
resent being fingerprinted. 

The impasse plays right into the hands of the 
Moscow propagandists. Surely somebody in 
Washington will undo this ineptitude and renew 
the invitations to those Russians. We have 
nothing to lose and everything to gain. 
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One Police Force Is Enough 

St. Louis county could have two police depart- 
ments after July 1 unless a test suit clears away 
the confusion. Since Attorney General John Dal- 
ton has failed to file the necessary suit, it is good 
news that County Supervisor Matthews intends 
to do so. 

The new County Police Board and its non- 
political police department are scheduled to go 
into operation July 1. Voters approved this proj- 
ect overwhelmingly last November. They ex- 
pected to take law enforcement out of politics 
and away from the Sheriff. 

Sheriff Arthur T. Mosley says, however, that 
he will retain his police powers until “legally re- 
lieved of the duties assigned to me by law.” This 
implies that the Sheriff intends to proceed with 
police work until assured that the new county 
police force is legal. The only way to prove that 
is by a test suit in the courts. 

Though long under fire, Sheriff Mosley is with- 
in his rights in taking his position. He is under 
bond to enforce the law until it is constitutionally 
clear that he no longer has this responsibility. 

Thus if the question of proper police jurisdic- 
tion is not cleared up by July 1, the county 
might find that its new police force and estab- 
lished Sheriff's office were both attempting: to 
enforce the same laws. This is a dismal prospect. 

The quickest way to prevent such unimagin- 
able confusion is for Attorney General Dalton to 
file a test suit in the State Supreme Court, for 
immediate attention. 

Yet the Attorney General a few weeks ago re- 
fused to do that. Mr. Dalton noted that he had 
filed an ouster suit against Sheriff Mosley, and 
said he did not want to add a test suit which 
would in effect test the Sheriff's right to retain 
his police powers. 

For St. Louis county right now, the test suit 
is urgent business. A suit filed by the county 
probably could not be decided as soon as one 
filed by the Attorney General. County citizens 
must hope that in any case a legal decision can 
be reached before July 1. For two police depart- 
ments would certainly not be better than one, 
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Sauce, But Not for the Gander 

The Union Electric Co.’s $233,000,000 expan- 
sion program, to take care of increased demands 
for electricity in this area, is entirely laudable. 

Demand has been increased by the widespread 
use of air conditioners and television sets, by 
new and improved lighting methods in stores 
and office buildings, and by the operation of 
new machine tools in industry. Union Electric 
is therefore moving to supply all these users of 
electricity with the service for which it is solely 
responsible in this area. 

No one has suggested that the Tennessee 
Valley Authority should be brought in to build 
the new power sources, instead of Union Elec- 
tric’s doing its own job itself. This is as it 
should be. 

The same principle should prevail in the 
Tennessee Valley. Instead an outside private 
syndicate has been brought in to supply an ex- 
pansion in the electric service for which TVA 
is solely responsible in that area. |

The American Administration's pol- 
icy on Formosa is now in such an un- 
gainly tangle of contradiction and am- 
biguities that even the best commenta- 
tors cannot agree among themselves on 
the correct interpretation of this or that 
remark by the President’or Mr. Dulles. 

It has become so lamentably confused 
that Mr. Adlai Stevenson felt himself 
obliged to break the habit of bipartisan 
support in matters of foreign policy and 
challenge President 
Eisenhower to 
make up his enind 
and express himself 
clearly.

for ending the ambiguity of American 
guarantées with a minimum of injury. 

It would be done as a gesture of sup- 
port for the U.N. declaration. It would 
still mean a public end to Chiang’s am- 
bitions on the mainland, which would 
hurt him, but it would not hurt so much 
ass his troops defeated in Quemoy 
and Matsu. He could put the best pos- 
sible face on his withdrawal and the 
United States would emerge safely from 
a dangerous predicament. 

The difficulty would lie tn framing 
a U.N. declaration which can gain wide 
support.. It could be firm and precise 
in condemning the use of force in the 
Formosa Straits since only Russia and 
Nationalist China would be likely to 
oppose that of the resolution. But 
beyond condemning the use of force 
what else would the declaration say? 

On the future of Formosa there is no 
single view which is widely acceptable.

All Americans are agreed that the 
United States has a right to take part 
in the defense of Formosa and ought to 
do so. Yet many governments in Asia 
may hold that Chiang has less right 
even than the Communists to Formosa 
and that the solution should lie in neu- 
tralizing the island with American arms 
withdrawn. 

A middle course might be found, as 
Mr. Stevenson implies, by leaving the 
ultimate form of Formosan settlement 
unstated. Eventually the moderate view 
is likely to prevail among Americans, 
for they are well endowed with common 
sense and open minds. - But will it pre- 
vail in time to prevent an explosion in 
Chinese waters?

The Administration is now actively 
lobbying Britain, France and the Com- 
monwealth for a joint guarantee to de- 
fend Formosa in return for the aban- 
donment of the exposed positions in 
Quemoy and Matsu. Having failed to 
strike a bargain with Peiping over these 
islands, Washington is now using them 
as counters in a diplomatic game with 
its allies. 

The point of such a guarantee is not 
to provide military security for For- 
mosa; it is to give cover to the collapse 
of the Eisenhower policy toward the 
coastal islands and to secure what Mr. 
Dulles failed to secure at Manila and 
Bangkok: the permanent commitment 
of Britain and the SEATO powers to the 
preservation of Chiang’s regime. 

The proposed resolution for the U.N. 
Assembly opposing the use of force in 
the Formosa Straits is an oblique meth- 
od of seeking the same end.

It is a clear indication of the advanc- 
ing shadow of the 1956 presidential elec- 
tion in America that Mr. Stevenson is 
now challenging the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration on Quemoy and Matsu, paint- 
ing a grim picture of the United States 
standing almost alone in a sullen or 
hostile world, inviting possibly a global 
war for those two islands. 

But even Mr. Stevenson, critical as 
he is of the Republicans, is clear that 
Formosa must be defended. He is much 
nearer to the American Government 
than Mr. Attlee.

The difference is, in short, still one 
of emphasis; and no American public 
man could hope to recommend Himself 
to the American public by using the 
kind of language that French ministers 
are using about how much can be hoped 
from talking to the Russians.

Political Blood-and-T hunder 


DAY OF RECKONING, by Ralph De Toledane. 

(Holt and Co., 179 pgs., $3.) 

Paul Castelar: “The Communists . .. 
were a force of destruction that cate- 
gorically demanded elimination and yet 
in consummating that elimination hu- 
manity destroyed itself.” . 

Col. Talavera: “You (the democratie 
peoples) do not believe enough in your 
own justice to kill for it. You will 
not fight until you are cornered.” 

The validity of these charges, ex- 
pressed in Ralph De Toledano’s latest 
novel, is more important than the fate 
of a thousand Paul Castelars and Col. 
Talaveras. These men are employed as 
symbols for democ- 
racy and Commu- 
nism. They face 
each other from op- 
posite ends of the 
political world with 
numerous half-he- 
roes and _  sub-vil- 
lains arranged 
along the axis be- 
tween them. 

Plot-wise, Paul 
Castelar is a New 
York reporter and 
a veteran of Spain's 
ill-fated Fifth Bri- 
gade. In fitful 
dreams, he recalls 
the corrupt and treacherous behavior 
of Communist leaders, especially Col. 
Talavera, toward the international ideal- 
ists who volunteered to fight. Now, 
years later, the same evil faces reap- 
pear, political hatchet-men, warped and 
brutal terrorists infiltrating American 
life at several levels. Dead center in 
the ring is the colonel, the personifica- 
tion of ruthless and implacable murder, 
a man who has “mangled history.” 

At first Castelar avoids involvement 
but, when his too-well-informed best 
friend and a young girl he half loves 
are consecutively “liquidated,” his ha- 
tred gets out of hand. Finding the au- 
thorities too incredulous to accept his 
story, Castelar arms himself and be- 
gins a one-man pursuit of Talavera. 
Several exciting scenes later, he corners 
his man in a San Juan cemetery. Will 
the shot be fired? 

Talavera undoubtedly is a distorted 
version of his counterpart in real life. 
Paul Castelar is also an unlikely figure 
but merely exaggerated from a type of 
American. Nevertheless, these men as 
drawn are highly serviceable to the de- 
velopment of an action plot. 

The author has written an intensely 
compacted novel, criss-crossed with 
flash-backs. His dialogue, like fireworks, 
is spectacular, even when unorganized. 
Castelar’s own conversation is filled 
with colorful literary allusions. Con- 
veniently, none of the strange individ- 
uals he meets seem to have any diffi- 
culty grasping them. 

At first glance, “Day of Reckoning” 
appears to be a “pulp” murder story 
legitimatized by the addition of political 
overtones. There is enough blood and 
casual love for several novels but it is 
generally incidental to the central strug- 
gle. For those who are attracted to 
violent novels, but can’t accept the “‘pri- 
vate eye” school of fiction, “Day of 
Reckoning” should prove exhilarating.

Brings ‘Bad Decision’ Cry’ 


WASHINGTON, April 21 


(UP)—Surprise winner Orlando 


Zulueta, whose jab-and-run tactics paid off in a split non-title 


on the line. 


“T’ll give him a title shot — 
if he can come up with the 
money,” answered Carter’s man- 
ager. 

Zulueta, fast-stepping Cuban 
who had lost three straight 
fights and entered the ring at 
Uline Arena a 3-1 long shot for 
last night’s nationally-televised 
10-rounder, upset the erratic 
champion by making double use 
of a brilliant left jab — to stop 
Carter’s rushes and to roll up 
points, 


“Carter’s manager promised 
us a title shot if Zulueta won 
this fight,” said Hymie Wall- 
man, manager of the Cuban. 
“Now we definitely want a crack 


at the title.” 

But Carter’s manager, Willie 
Ketchum, said matching the 
two men again for the title won’t 
be as simple as all that — first 
Zulueta has to get someone to 
guarantee Carter the money he 
wants. 

“And it won’t be in Washing- 
ton,” said the angry Ketchum, 
still boiling over the officials’ 
voting that he called “a give- 
away decision.” 

“How can you win with deci- 
sions like that?” - demanded 
Ketchum. “My boy led all the 
way. He won easy. Zulueta ran 
all night. Zulueta never hurt 
him .Jimmy never got marked.” 

There was no denying that 
Carter was the aggressor 
through most of the bout, but 
the champ found himself unable 
to dominate the nifty-boxing 
Cuban, In the fourth round, he 
forced Zulueta to hold on mo- 
mentarily after scoring with two 
hard lefts to the body but other- 
wise Orlando never was in any 
trouble. 

Referee Harry Volkman vot- 
ed for Zulueta, 96 points to 93, 
and Judge Joe Bunsa agreed by 
a 97-94 count. But Judge Benny 
Alperstein thought Carter was 
the winner, 97-93. The United 
Press scorecard had it a draw, 
95-95. 

One thing was definite—Car- 
ter’s hopes of a shot at the wel- 
terweight title soon are ended.

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FORMER FLORIDA 
GAMBLING CHIEt 
ANIFED TO DEATH 


Charles Wall Was Once 
Regarded as ‘Brains’ 
of Tampa _ Under- 
world. 


By a Special Correspondent of 


the Post-Dispatch. 
TAMPA, Fila. April 21— 
Charles A. Wall, regarded by the 
Kefauver Committee as an 
“elder statesman” of Florida 
gambling, was found stabbed to 


*} death in his home here yester- 


day. 


The 74-year-old Wall, for many 
years head of the gambling rack- 
ets here, had been stabbed sev- 
eral times and beaten on the 
head. His throat had been 
slashed. 

Wall, who had been staying 
alone in his frame bungalow 
while his wife Audrey was on a 
trip, had reported three pre- 
vious attempts on his life. 

His wife found his body upon 
her return home. Police sur- 
mised that he was caught by 
surprise or knew his assailants 
hecause he was in his night 
clothes and his own pistol lay 
unfired on a table. 

Faded From Spotlight. 

Although regarded as the 


"| “brains” behind Tampa’s under- 


world during the 1930s he had 


-|faded from the spotlight here 


since World War II began but 


°%. | was indicted in Miami in 1950 
-|0n gambling charges. The case 


was dismissed. Previous gam- 
bling charges against him here 
never resulted in convictions. 

In 1931 Wall was convict 
of a federal narcotics violation 
and sentenced to two years but 
the conviction was reversed by 
the United States Court of 
Appeals. 

Appearing before the Senate 
Crime Committee at a Washing- 
ton hearing in 1950, Wall gave 
an account of three attempts on 
his life, declaring he had “no 
idea” why anyone would want 
to murder him. 

Describing his attackers as 
“folks who came up in an auto 
and began shooting,” he recalled 
that on one occasion he didn’t 
bother to try to find out who 
they were. He was shot in 1930, 
wounded again in 1939 and made 
the target again in 1944. 

Says He Quit Enterprises. 

Wall testified he abandoned 
his gambling enterprises in the 
Tampa area after the second at- 
tempt to kill him. He left in- 
vestigations of the shootings, he 
asserted, to county officials. 
They proved “co-operative” but

There is no doubt that pork would rate high-on any popularity 
poll, from coast to coast, and it is especially well liked in this area. 
Now that it is so plentiful, a bouillon. Cover and cook until 


few pork cooking hints might be 
timely. The first and most im- 
portant, of course, is that pork 
must be cooked thoroughly, 
whether it is a roast or a small 
cut.: Cook roasts at low oven 
temperature (325 degrees) and 


allow longer time for a chunky 
shoulder butt roast than a loin 
roast. 


In making the rich brown 
gravy from a pork roast, add 
a little sage or thyme and see 
what it does for the flavor. 


Another pointer is that pork 
chops or shoulder steaks should 
not be broiled like some steaks 
and chops, since broiling pork 
tends to dry it out and does 
not develop its fullest flavor. 

Three popular pork buys are 
spareribs, pork chops and chop 
suey meat. Try the spareribs 
baked in this sweet-sour, Ha- 
walian-type sauce. 

Hawalian-style Spareribs. 

Three pounds spareribs. 

Three “tablespoons brown 
sugar. 

Two tablespoons cornstarch.

EXCESSES CRITICIZED 


FCC Renews Licenses De- 
spite Dissent Over ‘Bait 
Advertising.’ 


WASHINGTON, April 21 (AP) 
~—Three of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission's seven 
members. have complained that 
a great many broadcast stations 
appear “to engage in over-com- 
mercialization.” 

They made this comment yes- 
terday in voting against the re- 


newal of the licenses of radio 
station WOL, WOL-FM, of Wash- 
ington, The licenses were fre- 
newed by a 4-3 vote. 

One of the dissenters, Com- 
missioner Frieda B. Hennock, 
said station WOL “like a great 
many others” engages in ovér- 
commercialization. 


Besides an “excessive selene | 


of commercial spots,” she said, 
WOL broadcasts advertising of a 
sort the Better Business Bureau 
has been fighting “for years.” 
She said “the Federal Trade 
Commission has done an out- 
standing job in combatting such 
advertising... .” 


Henry Rau, president of the 
Washington Broadcasting Co., 
owner of WOL, said he was puz- 
zied by the dissenting statement. 


“We are members of the Bet- 
ter Business Bureau and carry 
no advertising unless it is ac- 
ceptable to the bureau,” he said 
in a statement, 


“As far as over-commerciali- 
zation is concerned, perhaps this 
is complimentary although we do 
not feel that we are over-com- 
mercialized.”’ 

Rau said there has been a 50 
per cent increase in the listen- 
ing audience of .WOL in 18 
months when thepresent man- 
agement took oveg, so “the lis- 
teners must approve of our pro- 
gramming.” P, 

Miss Henhock said there 
should be inquiries into the sta- 
tion’s “practice 6f ‘bait and 
switch advertising’ of vacuum 
cleaners. She added “ads of 
sewing machine ¢ompanies ap- 
pear to be of a similar nature.” 

If radio tions neglect to 
check carefully into advertising, 
Miss Hennoeck said, it. is the 
commission’s duty to insist on 
elimination éf sucly practices, or 
refuse to renew licenses.

Luvida Hodge, a Negro, 2016 
Chestnut street. 

Body Guarded by Dog. 

The body of Mrs. Lytz, shot 
below the right shoulder, was 
lying face down on a small plot 
of ground across the street from 
her place of business. The body, 
hidden by a hedge, was guarded 
by the victim’s small black dog, 
which she apparently had taken 
out for a walk. The dog snapped 
and growled viciously until 
dragged away by its leash by 
the officer.

DIABETES CURE SEEMS LONG 
WAY OFF, SAYS PHYSICIAN 


A cure for diabetes still seems 
a long way off and at present 
there is no oral substitute for 
insulin injections, Dr. W. R. 
Kirtley, physician in charge of 
the diabetic out-patient depart- 
ment of Indianapolis General 
Hospital, said here last night. 

Dr. Kirtley, associate in medi- 
cine at Indiana University Medi- 
cal School, spoke at a_ public 
meeting of the St. Louis Dia- 
betes Association in the audito- 
rium of the St. Louis Medical 
Society, 3839 Lindell boulevard. 
He’ discussed the “History of 
Diabetes and Modern Production 
Methods of Insulin.” 

Diabetes, he said, was recog- 
nized as early as 1200 B.C., but 
the only treatment practiced 
until 1862 was a starvation diet 
for patients. Since then doctors 
discovered green vegetables 
could be added advantageously 
to the diet, Dr. Kirtley stated. 
Insulin, which is necessary for 
the control of diabetes, is ex- 
tracted from the pancreas of 
hogs and cattle and research has 
improved it to the point where 
most patients can get by with 
one shot daily, he said.

-*“Currently the covert Commu- 
nists around the world are en- 
gaged in an effort to deceive the 
people into believing that strip- 
ping the United States of its 
modern weapons capacity would 
promote peace,” he said. 

“In fact, it would be the trap 
door into the most horrible war 
and the most destructive century 
of struggle and slavery.” 

Handicap to Peace. 

-$tassen said the organized ef- 
forts of the Communist under- 
ground is one of the most serious 
handicaps to the road to peace. 
He said they seek to mislead the 
people of the free world and 
also the Kremlin rulers. He said 
tlie Korean war never would 
have occurred if the Soviet Un- 
ion had not been misinformed 
about the reaction of the United 

tes. 

“Another hatdicap to peace, 
Stassen said, is cynicism. He 
said it is easy to be defeatist 
about disarmament but “if de- 
featism became the rule of the 
day in this problem, that itself 
Would foredoom failure.”

A bill for a special election on 
two bond issue proposals totaling 
$9,300,000 was introduced in the 
St. Louis County Council yester- 
day by Chairman James A. 
Singer and Councilman L. Gor- 
don Davis. 

While no date for the election 
was specified, Davis said an 
amendment would be offered 
next week to set the date as.soon 
as possible after the proposed 
May 26 special election in St. 
Louis on the city’s $110,639,000 
bond issue, 


The two county proposals call 
for $8,500,000 for the county’s 
share of rights-of-way for the 
Ozark, Daniel Boone, Mark 
Twain and Outer Belt express- 
ways, and $800,000 for a build- 
ing or buildings in. which to 
house delinquent and neglected 
children. 


Introduction of the two bills 
was required by the filing of suf- 
ficient valid petitions of regis- 
tered voters seeking the election, 
but County Auditor Clarence H., 
Hackmann warned that it was 
doubtful whether any elections 
not already scheduled could be 
held and paid for this year. 

In a financial statement. on 
1954 operations, Hackmann said 
the cash balance remaining in 
the general’ fund at the end of 
1954 was $95,974 less than was 
anticipated when the 1955 budget 
was drawn up last year. He said 
strict economy in the operation 
of county offices would be re- 
quired this year. 

Hackmann suggested investi- 
gating the possibility of. financ- 
ing the pauper and insane fund 
from the hospital maintenance 
fund instead of the general rev- 
enue fund. The pauper and in- 
sane fund, which pays for plac- 
ing such persons in state insti- 
tutions, requires about $200,000 
a year. To transfer this burden 
to the hospital maintenance fund 
would probably require state leg- 
islation and an increase in the 
hospital maintenance tax, he said. 

The County Counselor’s office 
was directed to .—prepare an ap- 
propriation measure to meet 
requests of the new Board of 
Police Commissioners for $4000 
for an automobile for the super- 
intendent of police, yet to be 
named, and for miscellaneous 
operating expenses.

T switt is an old saying, “as

WHY DO THEY go inside 
chimneys? To find safe places 
to build their~nests. Taking 
twigs to the chosen places, they 
use their sticky saliva to glue 
the twigs in place. 

The custom of building nests 

in chimneys has come about 
since the arrival of white people 
on this continent. It seems clear 
that these swifts used hollow 
trees for their nests before that 
time. Even at present, they are 
found nesting in hollow trees 
here and there. 
After their spring migration 
the chimney swifts seek chim- 
neys which are out of use. Often 
they discover places for their 
nests which prove quite safe 
until autumn,
